They cabinot reasgnably expect oar Gov- 
ernment to legiblate Br ‘their special benefit, 
without regard gto, the interests: ofthis: Colony. 
The real objectidn to the tariff is that it, does not: 
levy a differential duty in favor of the Victoria 
trade—that it ale not provide for the Victoria 
. merchants doing our trade upon mdre favoraUle 
terms- than oth@rs. However -grotndless and 
unreasonable thése complaints raised against our 
tariff may be, die would suppose that the peo- 
ple making tliefin would. have been consistent 
enough to ayoidsimilar legislation with respect 
to British Colambia. But the act of the V ictoria 
Legislature, i zs an import daty of about 
twenty-five per\¢ent.ad valorem upon our lumber, 
‘proves how rane absurd it is to expect any- 
thing like consi##tency in our neighbors. The 
‘tax cannot be digfended upon the ground of pro- 
tecting home manufacture, for they have none to 
protect. It call only be intended'agp a blow ‘at 
our lumber trade, for it is from this Colony alone 
¢ that they draw @h¢ir supply. We do not. notiee 
this subject by: way of complaint ; ‘nor do we 
‘Object either to the tax itself or to the right of 
its authors to igipdse it. They have an undoubted 
right to chooses their own mode of raising a 
revenue; and sii far as the tax is concerned, we 
Uon’t in the léas object to it, “It’s an ill wind 
that blows nobofly good,” and although the mea- 
sure is a hostilajone, yet the “secobdary sy mp- 
toms” will adbccians result in Benefit to this 
“Colony, in morg ways than one. By taxiug our 
lumber they tex ship bnilding, hobse building, 
and other brane} es of manufacture dud: industry 
amongst themsiilves, just in the sate ratio; and 
although the tat will be felt by those doigaed 
in the lumber tgade of this Colony, yet it cannot 
in any measure deprive them of the market afford- 
ed by the neigh

We can supply he markets of Victpria and Na- 
naimo with ed and better lumber than they
